Clarence Lute, who oversees 


the complaints section of the 
Federal Housing Administration 
offices at Uttle Rock, said the 
agency had found most builders 
willing to correct any construc- 
tion flaws for which they could 
reasonably be held responsible. 


This is so, he said, even 


though the FKA has no power 
to compel builders to make re- 
pairs. 


"Tie only thing we can do to 


a builder is to put him on a list 
of builders ineligible to have 
FHA-insurlng on the loans peo- 
ple get to buy the builder's 
houses," Lutz said. 


The FHA receives about 300 


to 400 complaints each year 
from home buyers who believed 
the builder should make correc- 
tions, but almost all are settled 
without developing into formal 
inquiries by the FHA, Lute said.

Expansion of 
ABM Draws 
Opposition

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration's proposed 
expansion of the Safeguard mis- 
sile defense system is running 
into a crossfire of opposition in 
the Senate. 


Those who favor confining the 


ABM to defend U.S. offensive 
missile bases are Joining oppo- 
nents solidly against any expan- 
sion, adding a new level of oppo- 
sition to the proposal and 
prompting some senators to say 
the administration's plan faces 
an uphill fight. 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 


R. Laird laid out details of the 
second Safeguard phase Tues- 
day, calling for authorization of 
a third ABM site at the White- 
man Air Force Base, Mo., mis- 
sile base and advanced work in- 
cluding site acquisition and so- 
called "long lead time" compo- 
nents for five others. 
. In addition, the plan outlined 
by Laird to the Senate Armed 
Services Committee and the de- 
fense 
appropriations subcom- 


mittee urged expansion of the 
two Initial sites, Grand Forks 
Air Force Base, N.D., and 
Malmstrom Air Force Base, 
Mont., by adding more Sprint 
Interceptor missiles. 


San. John Sherman .Cooper, 


R-Ky., co-leader of the biparti- 
san effort last year which failed 
on a 50-50 vote to limit the ABM 
to research, said "ithasalready 
been acknowledged that the sys- 
tem of last year is not adequate 
for hard-point defense" of mis- 
sile bases. 


Sen. George Aiken, R-VU, an 


ABM opponent last year, said 
he thinks the administration 
faces an "uphill fight," espe- 
cially in its proposal to start 
with area defense against Red 
China. 


This is involved in four of the 


five additional sites, those in 
W a s h i n g t o n 
state, the 


Michigan-Ohio region, southern 
New England and the Washing- 
ton, D.C., area. 


But Sen. John C. Stennis, D-

land, Alken said. 


A clue to the way the battle Is 


likely to develop came in the 
statement by Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, 
D-Wash., a 
senior 


member of the Armed Services 
Committee who was ADM floor 
manager a year ago. 


Jackson supported both the

50 people. 


Twenty-one of the victims 


were pulled from the snow 
alive, but one died during the 
night. By dawn today 14 bodies 
had been found, and police said 
there was virtually no hope for 
the 15 still burled. 


Across tlie Alps to the south- 


west in the little French village 
of Lans-le-Vlllard, eight bodies 
had been found, two persons 
were missing, and eight were in- 
jured. But a man and woman 
were dug alive from the wreck- 
age of a partially destroyed hotel 
more tlian 17 hours after the av- 
alanche. 


The rescued couple said they 


heard (he diggers getting closer 
and closer to them and cried out 
to attract their attention. 


Nonstop snowfalls and shift- 


ing temperatures caused slides 
throughout the Swiss Alps.

Yesj if tt.H. "Snug" Shugart 


of El Dor ado, currently president 
of the Arkansas Audubon Society, 
has anything to do with itt 
. "The 
red • cockaded wood* 


pecker is a full-fledged souther- 
ner, living only in our pine for- 
ests, and that's his hang-up— the 
trees in which he makes his nest 
have been pretty well cut down 
of late years," Shugart says. 


He describes the bird as a 


about seven inches long, with 
zebra* striped ladder back, a 
black crown and a large white 
face patch— one of his prime field 
Identiflcatpon marks. The adult 
male has a small tuft of red fea- 
thers above the face patch on 
each side, the'cockade'for which 
the bird is named. 


The pines selected by the red- 


cockaded woodpecker are not or- 
dinary pines, Shugart points out. 
"They have the red-heart disea- 
se caused by an air-borne fun- 
gus. He drills a nest hole through 
the living wood upward till the 
dead center wood is reached, 
wherein a nest chamber is ex- 
cavated to a depth of eight to 
twelve Inches," he explains. 


Shugart and the state Audu- 


bon Society are currently con- 
ducting a drive to save the birds. 
As he tells the story: 


"We're 
making some pro- 


gress— R.W. Law, director of 
woodlands for Ollncraft, has an- 
nounced a policy of not cutting 
defective and over-mature pines 
In which the bird Is likely to 
build. . .Andrew Hulsey, direc- 
tor of the Arkansas Game & Fish 
Commission, has Instructed per- 
sonnel to seek out and preserve 
all nest-trees on the 300,000 
acres of 
commission- owned 


lands. . .Holly Hutchins, public 
relations director for Georgia- 
Pacific In Arkansas, says the 
G-P policy will be to preserve 
as many cockade trees as pos- 
sible 
In their logging opera- 


tions," he says. 


The next few weeks, Shugard 


adds, will be an ideal time to 
locate cavity trees, with the 
woods bare for greater visibili- 
ty "and no ticks, mosquitoes or 
hot weather to confound you!" 
Shugart told his committee of 
Arkansas Interested in preserv- 
ing tile-woodpecker from extinc- 
tion.

"Search for mature stands of 


pine timber and check them out 
. . .ride the county and timber 
access roads. If a rosin-bleeding 
pine is seen, Investigate for a 
possible cavity tree-you can tall 
a nesthole as the bark Is pecked 
away around the entrance hole 
for six or eight Inches and the 
flow of rosin forms a ghostly 
looking whitish cascade down 
the trunk. Keep an accurate rec- 
ord of the location of all trees 
found, and learn the owner's 
name and ask his cooperation in

It be- 
hooved him to use that code 
word, but East saw no rea- 
son to do anything except 
play a second diamond. He 
expected South to ruff it but 
saw no harm in letting him.

quickly— by 
doing exactly 


that— ruffing the diamond. At 
trick three, he led a spade 
to dummy's king. Then he 
ruffed 
dummy's last dia- 


mond with his ace of trumps. 
He then cashed the trump 
king, overtook the jack with 


dummy's last two clubs to 
draw the remaining trumps 
and to discard two hearts 
from his own hand. He made 
four more tricks with his last 
spades. 


If East had stopped to re- 


view the bidding, he might 
have foreseen this exact put- 
come. South had bid right 
along to game after his part- 
ner's no-trump r e s p o n s e . 
Certainly South held just one 
diamond for all that bidding. 


Then West had given a dia- 


mond raise. West couldn't 
hold anything much in the 
black suits. He just might 
hold the ace of hearts. 


After that well-organized 


bit of thinking, it wouldn't be 
at all unreasonable for East 
to lead a heart. West would 
take his ace and have no 
trouble finding the heart re- 
turn. 


Of course, no guarantee 


would go with that heart 
play. We can work out some 
card combinations where the 
diamond continuation would 
work out better, but, as we 
have been saying for years, 
"Contract bridge play will

No Known Cause 
Of Facial Neuralgia 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What are the cause and 


symptoms 
of facial 
neu- 


ralgia? I have taken hor- 
mones, pain pills and nerve 
pills but nothing helps. Is 
there any cure? 


A—The cause of facial neu- 


ralgia is unknown but age is 
a factor, as it is rarely seen 
in persons under 40 unless 
they are victims of multiple 
sclerosis. The chief symptom 
is a sudden, 
excruciating 


pain in the lips, gums or chin 
that causes the victim to 
Wince*-It seldom lasts more 
than a minute or two but it 
may recur several times a 
day. 


Diphenylhydantpin (Dilan- 


tin), carbamazepine ITegre- 
tol) or amitryptyline (Ela- 
vil), all prescription drugs, 
give 
excellent 
results 
in 


some patients. According to 
a recent report, relief may 
be obtained by a simple 
maneuver. Place your fist 
against your chin, open your 
mouth wide, relax your low- 
er jaw and press it back and 
toward the painful side as 
far as you can. Hold this 
position for 10 minutes and 
repeat three times a day. 


Q—What kind of doctor 


gives shots for tic doulour- 
eaux and what do the shots 
consist of? 


A—A nerve specialist may 


inject alcohol or boiling wa- 
ter into the trigeminal nerve 
for facial neuralgia (tic dou- 
loureaux). This treatment 
was widely used in the past 
but, after a few weeks, the 
pain 
usually 
returns. For

the previous answer 


()—How tun a doctor dif- 


ferentiate glossopharyngeal 
neuralgia f r o m trigeminal

or tic

eaux? Is it possible to have 
both? 


A—The two diseases are 


similar but in glossopharyn- 
geal 
neuralgia 
t h e par- 


oxysms are in the throat, 
near the tonsils, and may 
radiate to the ear on the af- 
fected side. The spasms may 
be brought on by swallowing. 
It is possible, but rare, to 
have both types of neuralgia. 
The treatment of both is the 
same. 


Q—I have intercostal neu- 


ralgia. How can I get rid of 
it? 


A—If the cause of your 


pain cannot be found and re- 
moved, the affected nerve 
may have to be crushed or 
s e v e r e d . All other treat- 
ments now a v a i l a b l e are 
mere stop-gaps.

A—No.

the series opened in 1901 


with the John F. Kennedy 
medal and all were sculp- 
tured by the "Sc'ilptor of 
Presidents," Ralph J. Men- 
coni of New York, who was 
selected to produce the Rich 
ard M. Nixon I n a u g u r a l 
medal, 


Benjamin Harrison served 


as president 
from 1889 to 


1893. He was the grandson of 
P r e s i d e n t William Henry 
H a r r i s o n and the great- 
grandson of his namesake. 
Benjamin Harrison, a signer 
of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and governor of 
Virginia. 


Each medal in the Presi- 


dential series displays prac- 
tically the same obverse ar- 
rangement, with the profile 
t u r n e d three-quarters to- 
w a r d s the v i e w e r and 
flanked on either side by the 
full name of the person de- 
picted. The reverse on all 35 
pieces is occupied by a re- 
production of the Presiden- 
tial Seal, but each varies no- 
ticeably from the other in 
artistic achievement.

Senate Focuses 
on School 


Program 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate focused today on more 
new proposals to broaden the 
scope of a school lunch bill after 
voting to authorize the federal 
government to pay the full cost 
of 
bringing free or reduced- 


price lunches to needy school 
children. 


Among the series of amend- 


ments {o.be offered during floor 
deBatd W one by Sen. J«Jbb*R.** 
Javits, R-N.Y., making eligible 
for school lunches all children 
from families of four with $4,000 
or less annual income. 


Javits' amendment provides 


for equivalent adjustments for 
different size families. Under 
the current program, individual 
school principals determine eli- 
gibility by applying widely var- 
ying standards. 


Sen. George S. McGovern, D- 


S.D., chairman of the special 
Senate hunger committee, won 
38 to 32 approval Monday of the 
amendment stepping up federal 
participation in the program. 


The 100 per cent financing 


feature overrode the Senate Ag- 
riculture Committee, which had 
written Into (he measure author- 
ization for the federal govern- 
ment to pay 80 per cent of the 
cost. 


Other provisions of the Me- 


Govern amendment would: 


Require each state to submit 


a plan designed to bring every 
school district and every eligi- 
ble 
child 
under the national 


school lunch program. 


Require each school to report 


monthly the number of children 
eligible for free lunches and the 
number who actually received 
them. 


Base the allotment of federal 


funds to each state for free and 
reduced price lunches on the 
number of families in the state 
with annual incomes of $4,000or 
less. Tlie Agriculture Commit- 
tee had voted to make the in- 
come factor $3,000. 


Also adopted 36 to 34 was a 


McGovern amendment to make 
an additional $150 million avail- 
able for the school breakfast 
program over the next three 
years. 


The South Dakotan said this 


should make It possible to give 
free breakfasts to 3 million 
needy children by 1973. 


This program has been hi a 


pilot stage but now should be 
expanded, he said. 


McGovern said President Nix-
